Hie ad Every vessel on entering any of the above navigable channels shall be liable 

‘to measurement b the officer in charge of the Pol] Station for the purpose of ascertain- 

ing the amount o toll to be paid. i 
9 ‘The tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purpose 

of the Canals Act and of these rules, be determined by the fo lowing measurements : — 


(a) The product of half of the length of the vessel from stem to stern measured 
along the wa rline multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multi- 
plied by the depth from the water line to the. bottom of the vessel is to be taken as the 
number of maunds upon which toll shall be levied. 

(b) The measurement of the length is to be made in feet. rejecting inches. The 
ineasurement of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of a foot, 
rejecting portions of less than a quarter of a foot. 

(c) In calculating the amount of toll to be levied any fraction of 100 maunds 
less than 50 maunds is to be omitted and a fraction exceeding 50 maands is to be 
charged as 50 maunds only. aus 
‘d, 3. No raft will be admitted into any of the channels in excess of 50 feet in 
léngth or 5 feet in breadth. No timber, bamboo or grass will be admitted except 
securely and compactly packed in the form of a raft. 


4. Every vessel entering any of the channels shall be furnished with a ticket 
on paying the prescribed toll. The ticket will specify the date of entry, the maundage 
of the vessel and the amount of toll paid. 


5. Vessels employed exclusively on works connected with the maintenance and 
improvement of the Ines of channels in question or on the conveyance on duty of 
Government servants or of members or employees of the District Board shall be 
exempted from paying toll. No other vesse all be exempted. 


6. Every vessel or raft which has paid toll shall be allowed three days to que 
through any one of the channels, the days of entering and leaving being both included, 
and any vessel or raft remaining in any part of the channels longer than the period 
above fixed shall, for each day in excess of such period, be charged demurrage equal 
to one half of the toll paid. very vessel or raft remaining in any one of the channels 
more than one month without authority from the Supervisor shall be subject to be 
summarily removed. 

7. Any P scigw infringing any, of the above rules or wilfully interfering in their 
enforcement shall be liable ‘under section XI of the Canals Act to a fine not exceeding 
fifty rupees for any one offence.

[In these rules “ the Act” means the Bengal Vaccination Act, 1880, as amended by the Bengal 
Vaccination (Amendment) Act, 1911.] 


Qualifications and duties of Inspectors of Vaccination. 
(a) Qualifications, 


1. Every candidate appointed as a municipal vaccination inspector shall ordinarily be 
required to possess the qualifications enumerated below :— 


(a) He shall not be more than twenty-five years of age. 

(b) He shall be physically active and able to ride a bicycle. 

(c) He shall be a domiciled resident of the district. 

(da) He shall possess the qualification of a sanitary inspector granted by the Director 
of Public Health, Bengal. 


(b) Duties, 


2, Every inspector shall be under the immediate orders and executive control of the 
Superintendent of Vaccination. 

8. In addition to the duties imposed upon him by the Act and by the rules and by- 
laws framed thereunder and also by any other law for the time being in force regarding 
vaccination, every inspector shall perform the following duties :— 


(a) He shall execute and enforce the regulations, rules and orders relating to vacci- 
nation, which may be enacted, made or issued by competent authority. 

(b) He shall inquire into and ascertain the origin, distribution and history of small- 
pox within the municipality, and endeavour to enforce vaccination as a 
preventive measure, 

(c) He shall see that vaccination is carried out thoroughly and efficiently by the 
public vaccinators employed in his jurisdiction. . 

(d) He shall bring to the notice of the Superintendent of Vaccination all acts of 
neglect, carelessness, unsatisfactory work and disobedience of orders and 
gags on the part of the public vaccinators employed in his jurisdic- 
tion. 

(e) Under the orders of the Superintendent of Vaccination, he shall direct opera- 
tions undertaken for the purpose of stamping out small-pox epidemics, 

(f) He shall divide the area in his jurisdiction into as many wards or circles as 

there are public vaccinators. With the Municipal Chairman’s approval 

_ obtained through the Superintendent of Vaccination, he shall furnish for 

guidance every public vaccinator in his jurisdiction with a list of the

and shall on every ballot paper which is wholly or partially rejected endorse 
the word “rejected”, If any candidate or representative present ques- 
tions the correctness of the rejection, the chief presiding officer shall 
also record on the ballot pauper the grounds for the rejection. No candidate 
or representative shall be allowed to see the serial number on the back of 
any ballot paper. 


(c) The chief presiding officer shall, as far as practicable, proceed continuously 
with the counting of the votes; and shall, during any necessary intervals 
during which the counting has to be suspended, place the ballot papers, 
packets and other documents relating to the election under his own seal and 
the seals of such candidates or representatives as may desire to affix their 
seals, and shall cause adequate precautions to be taken for their custody. 


XKI. (1) A ballot paper shall be rejected if— 
(@) it has not on its back the official mark, or 
(b) it bears any mark by which the voter can be identified. 


(2) The decision of the presiding or chief presiding officer as to the validity of a 
ballot paper shall be final. - , 


XXII. The presiding or chief presiding officer shall not open the sealed packets of 
the tendered votes, the marked copy of the electoral roll or the ballot paper lists. He shall 
verify the statement submitted by the presiding officer under rule XVII by comparing it 

“with the number of counted votes and rejected ballot-papers, the unused ballot papers in 
his possession and the tendered votes list, shall then reclose and reseal each packet 
which has been opened by him, and shall record on each packet a description of its 

contents and the date of the election to which it refers. 


(1) When the counting of the votes has heen completed, the presiding or 
chief presiding officer shall forthwith declare the candidate or candidates, as the case 
may be, to whom the largest number of votes have been given to be elected,

"Rules regarding the travelling allowance of Chairmen, Vice-Chairmon and 
Commissioners of Darjeeling and Kurseong Municipalities. 


1. Chairmen, Vice-Chairmen and Commissioners of Municipalities are entitled 
to charge travelling allowance under these rules for journeys (other than journeys to 
attend a meeting at the municipal cy bt 0 outside the municipality for 
carrying out the purposes of the Bengal Municipal Act, provided such journeys are 
undertaken in pursuance of a resolution passed by the Commissioners at a meeting. 

a . Commissioners who are not Government servants or who being Government 
servants are elected Commissioners, and who do not hold the post of Ohalivnan and 
Vice-Chairman, shall be entitled to draw from the municipal fund travelling allowance 
at the same rates as are admissible to Government servants of the second class. They 
are entitled to mileage for journey by road or boat, although the distance travelled 
does not exceed 20 miles, but are not entitled to any allowance for journeys to places 
within a radius of 5 miles from the municipal office. 

8. Chairmen and Vice-Chairmen, who are not Government servants, shall be 
entitled to draw from the municipal fund travelling allowance at the same rates as 
are admissible to Government servants of the first class. “They are entitled to mileage 
for journey by road or boat, although the distance travelled does not exceed 20 miles, 
but are not entitled under these rules to any allowance for journeys to places within 
a radius of 5 miles from the municipal office: 

Provided that the Commissioners at a meeting may substitute for the rates herein 
mentioned the rates admissible under rule 2. 


Norr.—This rule does not ahd the Commissioners from * ib under section 28 of the 
Bengal Municipal Act, 1884, allowances to their Chairmen or Vice-Chairmen for journeys within 
the municipality in connection with municipal work. 


4. Commissioners who being Government servants are either Commissioners by 
appointment or hold the post of Chairman or Vice-Chairman shall be entitled to draw 
from provincial revenues the travelling allowance admissible to them as Government 
servants. 

5. No Chairman, Vice-Chairman or Commissioner, other than a Government ser- 
vant who is a Commissioner by appointment, shall be entitled to any allowance for 
halting for a period exceeding two days, 

6.. Chairmen shall be controlling offirers for the nurpose of passing bills for 
travelling allowance drawn by Viee-Chairmen or Commissioners, and Commissioners 
of Divisions shall be controlling officers for the purpose of passing bills for travelling 
allowance drawn by Chairmen. 


Nore.—The term “Government servants” in these rules includes managers of estates under 
the Court of Wards who are appointed by Government but paid from the estates and whose 
service counts for pension under the rules of the Civil Service Regulations.
